it should be noted thatin nearly every 
case up to this point in the history of the 
cement lined sulphite digester whenever 
tiles or bricks are mentioned as a covering 
vitrified, glazed or burnt tiles are always 
either named or meant. Almost all of the 
troubles experienced with these burnt tiles, 
viz., irregular expansion and contraction, 
“chipping,” fissuring owing to want of 
homogeneity, poor adhesion to the elastic 
bedding, &c., can be traced to one cause— 
the use of burnt tiles or bricks. 

This review will end with a brief résumé 
of the claims of the Curtis & Jones process 
of lining sulphite digesters and of the prin- 
ciples on which these inventions are based, 
as these patents are chronologically the last 
in the field, 

The Curtis & Jones United States pat- 
ents relate to linings of artificial stone hav- 
ing a coefficient of expansion very near to 
that of wrought iron or steel and consisting 
of elements shaped to conform with the 
shape of the digester. ‘These blocks or 

tiles are compressed in the process of manu- 
facture and treated with carbonic acid and 
other media calculated, together with the 
element of pressure, to make them very 
dense and acid resisting. The patents in 
question are numbered and dated as fol- 
lows: No. 484,999, October 25, 1892; No. 
485,000, October 25, 1892 ; No. 485,808, No- 
vember 8, 1892 ; No. 485,809, November 8, 
1892 ; No. 485,810, November 8, 1892; No. 
22,077, December 20, 1892 (a design patent 
for a digester lining tile),and are issued to 
Charles Curtis and N. M. Jones. 

The general bearing of this system of sul- 
phite digester lining is best exemplified by 
an abstract from United States patent No. 
485,810, which runs about as follows : ‘‘ The 
invention consists mainly in a digester com- 
prising an external shell or casing of metal 
and a lining composed of stone and an in- 
termediate lining, which is preferably com- 
posed of asbestus and cement and is made 
into a plastic composition and applied to the 
inner surface of the shell in a plastic state, 
its object being to protect the inner cement 
lining hereinafter described, and to prevent 
contact of the acid solution with the metal 
shell in the event of leakage through the 
cement lining.” 

The actual lining is composed prefera- 
bly of Portland cement and ground glass or 
quartz, with or without a percentage of sol- 
uble glass. There is no limitation to this 
composition, however, and any other ce- 
ment or composition may be used. The 
cement is carbonized by the absorption of 
carbonic acid gas, and is thus converted 
‘nto an artificial stone and rendered ex- 
tremely hard and durable, so that it is par- 
ticularly adapted for use as a digester lin- 
ing, it being impervious to the acid and 
comparatively free from liability to crack 
and chip. 

Che sections or blocks are formed in 
suitable flasks or molds, the ingredients of ° 
the cement being inserted in the molds and 
subjected to sufficient pressure therein be- 
‘ore the setting of the cement to make the 
blocks uniformly dense and free from pores 
or air holes. The compression of the ce- 
ment is an important part of the invention, 
ind prevents liability of the acid solution 
working its way through the blocks, which 
liability would exist to a greater or less ex- 
‘ent if the blocks were simply formed with- 
out compression. 

It is said that the lining of carbonized ce- 
ment, being extremely hard and dense, is 

adapted not only to resist the acid solution 
but also the heat which is used in cooking 
the wood chips, preventing both the acid 
and the heat from reaching the shell of the 
digester, while the intermediate lining con- 
stitutes a safeguard or protection for the 
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metal shell against the action of the acid 
solution in the event of cracking of the ce- 
ment. There is no claim, broadly, to the 
process of carbonizing cement by subjecting 
the same to carbonic acid gas, but they 
seem to be the first to provide a metal shell, 
with a lining of carbonized cement. 

The cement lining may be placed directly 
against the inner surface of the metal shell 
or there may be interposed between the 
inner cement lining and shell only a coat- 
ing of cement. 

Digester shells have been lined with 
glazed or vitrified tiles and with porcelain 
tiles, but the following broad distinctions 
between a carbonized cement lining and a 
lining of glazed or vitrified and porcelain 
tiles are made, viz., first, that carbonized 
cement is homogeneous and has substan- 
tially the same coefficient of ex- 
pansion and contraction as iron 
and steel, so that when the di- 
gester is opened and cooled in- 
ternally after the discharge of 
its contents the shell does not 
contract more rapidly than the 
lining, and thus exert an injur- 
ious compressive strain on the 
latter. On the other hand, a lin- 
ing of glazed or vitrified tile or 
of porcelain tile will contract 
more slowly than the metal shell, 
so that there would be a press- 
ure on the lining tending to 
crack and chip off its inner sur- 
face ; secondly, that carbonized 
cement is more elastic than 
glazed or vitrified tile and porce- 
lain tile, so that it is not so easily 
broken. 

It 1s claimed that the advan- 
tages due to the compression of 
the cement are not wholly de- 
pendent on its carbonization, al- 
though the latter is said to be 
a very important feature. 

The other patents cover details 
in various modifications of the 
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arrow in Fig. 2. The interior of the tub A 
is longitudinally divided by means of walls 
a, a, into a central chute, A‘, the delivery 
end of which communicates with side con- 
duits A5, A’, leading to the beating cham- 
ber A* as shown in Figs. 1, 2 and 3. 

C is the curved rear end of the tubA 
into which the mass is received from the 
central chute A‘ and conducted into the 
side conduits A®, A’. 

In front of the rotary roll B is arranged a 
stationary curved wall, D, between which 
and the periphery of the roll B is a narrow 
space or channel, @, by means of which com- 
munication is established between the beat- 
ing chamber A‘ and the central chute A‘, as 
shown in Fig. 2. About the rotary roll B 
is located a preferably curved hood or cover, 
E, for the purpose of preventing the mass

Beating Engine. 





The accompanying cut illustrates an 
improvement in beating engines—Figure 1 
representing a plan view of the invention ; 
Fig. 2 a longitudinal section on the line 2— 
2 shown in Fig. 1; Fig. 3 a cross section 
on the line 3—3 shown in Fig. 1; and Fig. 
4asection on the line 4—4, also shown in 
Fig. 1. 

The apparatus consists of a tub, A, pro- 
vided in one end with a rotary roll, B, hav- 
ing bars 4, 6, on its circumference as usual. 
The roll B is secured to a shaft, B’, projecting 
through perforations in the sides of the tub 
and is journaled in bearings B*, B?, ontside 
of said tub, as is common in devices of thiS 
kind. 

B* is a pulley secured to one end of the 
shaft B’, to which a rotary motion is im- 
parted by means of belt power as usual. 
Below the roll B is arranged the box A’ 
containing the ‘‘ plate” A’’, composed of sta- 
tionary blades and intermediate wood fill- 
ings in the usua] manner. The end bear- 
ings B? of the roll shaft B’ are vertically ad- 
justable in the standards B‘, and although 
this adjustment may be effected by the 
usual means employed in this type of ma- 
chines it is preferred to use vertical screws 
4* engaging the standards and connected 
with the extremities of the end bearings 
B’, as indicated by dotted lines Fig. 4, so 
that by turning the screws in the proper 
direction the end bearings B’ may be raised 
or lowered, thereby adjusting the roll B in 
proper position relatively to the plate A” 
and to compensate for the wear of the bars 
on the roll and plate. 

A* is the beating chamber, in one end of 
which the roll B is located and in which the 
mass is beaten by passing between the un- 
der side of the roll and the upper edge of 
the stationary plate A” during the rotation 
of the roll in the direction shown by the 


the rotation of the latter. 


Between the upper part of the wall or 
‘*back fall” D and the under side of the 
hood E is locateda deflector plate, F, of a 
length about equal to that of the roll B, for 
the purpose of deflecting the mass from the 
channel d into the central chute A‘ as shown 
in the drawings. The lower edge of the 
deflector is to be held as near to the pe- 
riphery of the roll B as is safe and conve- 
nient without coming 1n contact with it, so as 
to prevent the mass from being carried with 
the roll beyond the deflector and thus caus- 
ing the mass to be most thoroughly agitated, 
circulated and mixed, and allowing the roll 
to be run at a higher speed than is usually 
done. It is essential that the deflector 
shall partake of the vertical adjustment of 
the roll and its shaft for the purpose above 
mentioned, and therefore there is secured 
toeach end of deflector F a lever, F’ pivoted 
at / and adapted to rest on the roll shaft B’ 
as shown in Fig. 4. In practice the levers 
are preferably pivoted about on a level with 
the top of the roll B, and to each of such 
levers there is attached a downwardly pro- 
jecting rod or arm /’, terminating as a con- 
cave shoe adapted to rest on the roll shaft 
B ; but this is immaterial, it being only es- 
sential that the levers shall be supported on 
the roll shaft or its connections so as to 
cause the deflector F to rise and fall with 
the roll B as the latter is being vertically 
adjusted. 


In the operation of the machine the roll 
is rotated in the direction of the arrow 
shown in Fig. 2, causing the mass to be 
conducted from the beating chamber be- 
tween the roll and plate, and up over the 
back fall into the central chute, and to the 
opposite end of the tub into the side con- 
duits and back into the beating chamber, 
and so on until the mass is thoroughly mixed 
and beaten. 

In the construction described and shown, 
the floors of the channels and the bedplate 
are on substantially the same level, and the 
roll, B, and the backfall, D, are so arranged 


saniedly to the chamber A‘, that an at- 
tendant can use his hands to supply the 
pulp to the chamber, thereby avoiding the 
necessity of using a forcing apparatus to 
supply the pulp. 
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Shaft Friction. 
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By W. H. Weston. 


The friction, &c., of shafting in mills 
is ordinarily such that anywhere up to 30 or 
40 per cent. of the power of the engine is 
absorbed in overcoming it, and no doubt 
there are some places where more than 40 
per cent. is taken. It is obvious that under 
fair conditions very few mills should use up 
so much power simply to turn the shafting, 
and that at the very highest a 
maximum of 25 or 30 per cent. 
should not be overrun ordinarily. 

The mean amount should be 
considerably below this in most 
establishments. 

The trouble is that in many 
places the shafts are not put up 
in line to start with, and others 
which are in line when new soon 
become thrown out by the set- 
tling of the building or floors, 
the warping of posts, &c., and it 
is not looked after or relined it 
may be for years. 

Probably there is not one mill 
in ten throughout the country to- 
day which has all of its shafting 
running in good line. 

In a plant which develops 400 
horse power and uses 30 per cent. 
of the power to run the shafting 
light, when it might be run with 
15 per cent., there is quite a 
yearly item of dollars in account 
against bad management. It is 
very seldom that engineers in 
charge take interest enough to 
find, even approximately, how 
much of the steam is used to drive the 
shafts of the place, and they let the en- 
gine labor on year by year with a load 
much greater than it should have. In 
such a case of 15 per cent. of the power 
wasted, it the plant has a 400 horse power 
engine, using 3 pounds of coal per hour 
per horse power, and the coal costs per 
year per horse power, say, $20, 15 per cent. 
of 400 is 60 times 20, or $1,200 per year 
thrown away in overcoming needless fric- 
tion and twisting of shafting as it turns in 
its bearings. 

It is not proposed to enterinto the details 
of whether the shafting is steel or iron, or 
if proper size, or if the hangers are of good 
pattern, but it is simply intended to suggest 
testing of the shafting, whatever it may be, 
in order to find out just the condition of 
things and the amount of power used in 
driving it. In most cases this can be done 
very easily and at practically no expense. 
The following described test sheets can be 
used or not ; their use will, however, render 
a test more complete. One sheet should be 
used for each size of shaft and each vary- 
ing section,

The values of different oils can be com- 
pared easily by filling out a sheet with each 
one in use. The method of oiling the jour- 
nals of a shaft may be the cause of hard 
running, and at the same time the waste of 
a large amount of oil. There are various 
methods in use, and if the best is not em- 
ployed that in use should be improved to as 


WHOLE 
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great an extent as possible. This is with 
the view of keeping the oil on the journal 
as thoroughly as possible, and also to pre- 
vent as much waste from dripping as is pos- 
sible. 

The amount of oil used per day is a great 
many times very much more than need be, 
simply on account of bad methods of lubri- 
cation, especially in old mills and factories, 
where no modern arrangements are in use. 

As to the kind of oil employed, if the 
frictional power is high then there is a 
chance to find out by experiment whether 
the oil is good for anything or not. 

The number of pulleys on a section of 
shafting should not make any difference in 
the amount of friction in the bearings, as 
the amount of friction in a bearing of given 
area is nearly constant for all pressures 
within proper working limits. That is, the 
number of pulleys makes no difference as 
stated, unless the shaft is of insufficient 
strength and the load of belts on the pul- 
leys keeps it sprung out of line. A shaft 
thus sprung is one of the most serious causes 
of wasted power. 

As to the horse power used to overcome 
the friction per journal, taking a 3 inch 
shaft at 300 revolutions as an average, it 
should not be over about one-eighth. That 
is, one horse power should balance the fric- 
tion of about eight bearings if the shaft is 
in good line and well lubricated.

Turning a Big Cone. 
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By James F. Hopart. 


Capability of a machine is not always 
fully developed until some emergency arises 
which causes a man to hustle around and 
work that machine for all it is worth. A 
man would hardly think of turning off the 
outside of a big speed cone in a 27 inch lathe, 
and the owner of the lathe wouldn't think 
of it until he was driven to it by a case of 
“root, hog or"—pay somebody else for 
doing the rooting. 

In this instance one of the speed cones gave 
out. There was no shop within 100 miles 
which had a lathe large enough to swing 
that cone, and there was nothing bigger 
than a 27 inch lathe in the repair shop. The 
cone was 10 feet long, 48 inches diameter at 
the large and 27 inches diameter at the 
small end. The millwright made up his 
mind that he could do the job, and he did. 

The first thing was to get up the rim of 
the pulley. This was to be made of boiler 
iron five-sixteenths of an inch thick. The 
big end of the cone being 48 inches in 
diameter, the millwright thought that it 
would take 4 x 3.141 — 12.564 feet, or 12 feet 
6% inches of steel to go around it; so he 
cut the sheet to this length and—got glori- 
ously left. He didn't consider that the iron 
of the shell would ‘‘ take up” in bending, 
but he found it to do so, and that he ought 
to have added one-half the thickness of the 
sheet to both sides of the diameter, or one 
thickness in all, making an increase of cir- 
cumference of §, x 3.141 —0.98, or mighty 
near another inch. 

Indeed the millwright found that he would 
have to put in a wedge shaped piece, a 
‘**dutchman,” otherwise known as a “‘ gump 
wedge.” So he planed off a little more of 
the shell and put in a piece 14 inches wide 
at the widest end and three-quarters of an 
inch at the narrow end. ‘This strip formed 
a wedge which could be driven in to make 
the whole thing tight, and the millwright 
made up his mind that the next time he 
made a cone he would cut the shell a couple 
of inches at the big end and 1 inch at the 
small end too short, and then fit in a 
wedge on purpose. It is a very nice job to 
get so large a shell plate to bend up. just 
right to make a decent joint, and with the 
wedge method there is no need of trying to” 
get a fit with the main shell piece, which can 
be quickly and easily done with the key 
strip. 

There was a boiler shop near by and there 
the cone shell was cut to size and bent to 
shape. It was found that a cone was 
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ther an awkward thing to bend up with 
allel rolls, but it was finally done by be- 
nning in the middle of the shell and work- 
- both ways toward the edges. The 
ell was finally got into shape and riveted 
the spiders, which were merely cast iron 
1s, like the spokes of pulleys. The key

A stick of timber was placed on 
top of the ways and so located as to extend 
back of the lathe far enough to receive the 
end of the shaft. On the timber a suitable 
cast iron box was bolted, and after the shaft 
had been adjusted to line with the lathe 
bed this bearing and another at the other 
end of the shaft were babbitted. 

A similar timber was bolted to the lathe 
bed, so as to receive a box which came 
close up to the coupling on that end of the 
shaft. The timbers were connected by a 
2x6 spruce plank, which was spiked on the 
outer ends ; stout posts were set, one under 
each outer end of the two timbers, and then 
braces of 2x4 stuff were fitted and spiked 
to the ends of the timbers and floor. 


The cone was aligned by running a tool 
along fast to the carriage and making each 
end of the cone come just tothe tool. After 
the boxes were adjusted they were bolted 
and babbitted, the shaft meanwhile having 
been blocked up in place on bits of wood 
placed on the ends of the boxes underneath 
the shaft. 

For the driving apparatus a pair of gears 
were used, one large one being keyed to the 
shaft so as to come just in line with the 
front of the face plate. Another gear was 
bolted to the face plate, and the headstock 
was moved sidewise to bring the gears in

teeth would project. The smallest face plate 
was 16 inches in diameter, and a 20 inch 
gear was bolted to it. Another gear 40 
inches in diameter was found to mesh with 
the small gear. As the half diameters, 10 
and 20, amounted to 30 inches, the shaft 
could be located that distance from the cen- 
tre of the lathe and the headstock moved 
on the timber enough to make the gears 
mesh together well. Another block, a short 
one, was placed on top of the ways to re- 
ceive the other end of the headstock ; then 
the lathe bed, headstock and timbers were 
all bolted together very firmly. 

For roughing off, nothing is better than a 
diamond pointed tool, set so as to cut 
easily. That it is cutting easily may be 
known by the chip taken off. Whena long, 
smooth spiral is uncoiled from the work by 
the tool, then it is cutting easily, 
the chips come off in’ short, broken lumps, 
which have a dull, lustreless appearance, 
the tool is either dull or it is not set as it 
should be. Perhaps it may not be forged 
or ground to the proper shape. 

It is necessary torun at least two cuts 
over the cone, and three would give a 
much better surface. There would be con- 
siderable chattering if the work were to 
be driven very fast, or if a heavy chip 
should be taken; therefore it would be 
better to go light and run three cuts over 
the work. With the two to one reduction 


of speed caused by the gearing, the speed | 
of cone would be about right when turning | 


the large end if the lathe is back geared 
and the belt is put on the largest step of 
the cone. As the turning progressed to- 


ward the smaller end of the cone, the belt | 


was shifted so as to keep the surface speed 
at point of cutting as nearly constant as 
possible.

This mill had been closed down for nearly 
three weeks, but work was resumed on Au- 
gust 14. The large mills which are still 
closed are the Pioneer Paper Mill ,the South 
| Coast Paper Mill, the Corralitos Mill, the 

California Mills, all in California ; the Crown 

Paper Company's mill at Oregon City, Ore., 

and the Puget Sound Pulp and Paper Mill 

at Lowell, Wash. It is expected that some 
| of these mills will resume work within a 
| short time. 

The freight war and consequent reduction 
in rates has had a double effect against the 
paper manufacturers. It has lowered the 
prices of paper and has forced the local mills 
to meet Eastern competition. In addition 
to this it has also increased the prices of 
rags on the coast. The dealers in rags 
found that they could ship across the isth- 
| mus to good advantage, and increased their 

| Prices, to which the manufacturers were 

| compelled to accede. The mills have still a 
good home market, and they can maintain 
a paying control of it. The suspension of 
work in the mills has been brought about 

by the prevailing dull condition of trade 
and the inability to turn their stock into 
| money. 

The Midwinter Fair to be held in San 
Francisco beginning January, 1894, will 
probably benefit the paper trade more than 

any other. The demand for all kinds of 
paper will naturally be large. Subscriptions

The S. P. Taylor Paper Company, of this 
city, has suspended payment, with liabilities 
It is impossible to learn 
the exact amount of the assets, but the 
creditors state that they exceed the liabili- 
ties. A voluntary assignment was made to 
L. Schwabacher, manager of the Crown 
Paper Company, as trustee for the cred- 
itors. 

The business now known as the S. P. 
Taylor Paper Company was founded more 
than thirty years ago by Samuel P. Taylor, 
one of the early settlers of San Francisco. 
It has had an honorable career, and this is 
the first time that there has been any trou- 
ble in its finances. Mr. Taylor established 
the paper mill at Taylorville, in Marin 
County, which has cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $125,000 with the many improve- 
ments. He also acquired possession of 
2,400 acres of land in the vicinity of the 
mill, which property is now a part of his 
estate. Upon Mr. Taylor's death, about 
seven years ago, the widow and sons in- 
corporated the estate under the name of the 
S. P. Taylor Paper Company, with the fol- 
lowing named officers: Mrs. S. P. Taylor, 
president ; Edward M. Taylor, vice-presi- 
dent; Samuel J. Taylor, manager, and 
Frank L. Taylor, secretary and treasurer. 

The failure has not been unexpected, as 
for several months the company has been 
short of money and slow in paying bills. 
About two months ago it was unable to pay 
its insurance bills and then assigned them 
to L. Schwabacher, who is now the trustee.

It was thought that the assignment of the 
S. P. Taylor Paper Company carried with it 
the Pioneer Paper Mill Company, but al- 
though the interests of the two companies 
are closely allied the corporations are entire- 
ly distinct. A meeting of the creditors of 
the Pioneer Paper Mill Company was also 
held on August 15, and it is now thought 
that it will not be necessary for this com- 
pany to make an assignment. Beyond a 
mortgage of $100,000 there are few cred- 
itors. A committee was appointed to exam- 
ine the affairs of the corporation and to re- 
port at a future meeting. 

William G. Richardson, the agent for the 
Graham Paper Company and the Manufac- 
turers’ Association, notwithstanding the pre- 
vailing dull condition of trade, is giving 
good accounts of himself to the people whom 
he represents. 

L. H. Bonestell, of Bonestell & Co., left 
San Francisco for a trip East on August 13. 
He will visit the World’s Fair either on his 
way to New York or on the return trip. Cut- 
ler Bonestell states that the prospects for 
increased trade in the near future are good, 
and that there is a bettér disposition among 
the dealers to hold out for better prices. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne are doing their 
share of business, but like the other dealers 
are very indisposed to sell goods unless they 
are sure of cash payments. 

A. Zellerbach & Sons are steadily in- 
creasing their trade, and, taking into con- 
sideration the dull times, are making good 
sales.

ACTING upon the advice of scientists 
the Government of the United King- 
dom and the authorities of other Euro- 
pean countries have decided that the 
disinfection of rags is unnecessary and 
will not hereafter be required.

A MEMORIAL has been addressed to 
the Senate of the United States by the 
executive committee of the national 
convention of the representatives of the 
commercial bodies of the United States, 
calling attention to the fact that values 
of property are decreasing and that 
there are daily failfres of business 
houses whose assets largely exceed 
their liabilities. The ‘‘ want of confi- 
dence ” is the only reason assigned for 
the troubles which beset the commer- 
cial world ; and the memorial represents 
that ‘‘confidence cannot be readily re- 
stored under existing laws, because 
they do not contain adequate provis- 
ions pursuant to which the creditors 
of a common debtor may meet, counsel 
together, and render to him the assist- 
ance he needs, and extend him such 
favors as may be in his and their best 
interests.” While there is truth in this 
proposition, we do not consider that 
this is the only cause of fear and hesi- 
tation which paralyzes our industries 
and impedes the course of. trade. It 
is, however, a depressing element, and 
as such demands consideration. and 
calls for the measure of relief for which 
the memorial prays. This is to be 
found in the passage of the bankruptcy 
law which failed of enactment at the 
last session of Congress, and which, ac- 
cording to the report of the Committee 
on Judiciary of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, ‘‘is a wise, conservative and 
economical measure, and meets the just 
demands of the people. It isso guarded 
in its provisions that it will not be sub- 
ject to the abuses and corrupt practices 
which prevailed in the administration 
of former bankrupt laws.” This action 
of a representative body is timely, but 
memorializing will not suffice. We can 
scarcely expect Congress to act in this

The $763,000 was a tiptop figure on 
which to establish credit and to lead people 
to sell goods to the company, but it is an 


outrageously bad figure when debts ma- | 


tured aud had to be paid. 


The fact is, the mills were never 
worth $763,000, and that price never had 
any foundation in fact. 


It would be a benefit to the trade if 
the company was wiped out of existence, 
as it never in any way benefited the branch 
of industry in which it operated. 

Anent the financial question, a West- 
ern editor describes the dollar which the 
Populists want as follows :

Rag Disinfection. 
LONDON, England, August 11, 1893. 


You may be interested to know that by an 
order dated the 5th inst. the British Gov- 
ernment revokes all former restrictions on 
rags. Dirty bedding and clothing only in 
future are to be disinfected. This has come 
about through what is known as the ‘‘ Dres- 
den Treaty.” ‘There has been a conference 
of scientific and medical gentlemen in that 
city considering the subject, and they have 
come to the conclusion that loose rags col- 
lected in the ordinary way become disin- 
fected by light and air, so that by the time 
they reach the packer they are perfect- 
ly harmless. Certain governments have 
agreed to that finding, and henceforth rags 
in bales will have free transit in the coun- 
tries represented by these governments, 
whether imported or otherwise. 

Now everyone in the paper trade knows 
this to be correct, and hence my reason for 
writing to you, knowing the great influence 
you can bring to bear upon this subject in 
order to secure the same condition of things 
in the United States. It is most desirable 
that so important an industry should work 
unfettered. 

If disinfection is thought proper to be 
done it would be done better and more 
cheaply at the port of entry, instead of hav- 
ing every packer all over the world do it.

Replying to your inquiry as to the cause 
of the postponement of the sixteenth annual 
meeting of the American Paper Manufac- 





turers’ Association, I have to say that in 
our efforts to secure a special train for the 
accommodation of Eastern members who 
might desire to combine attendance at this 
meeting with their visit to the World's Fair, 
itearly became apparent that too much had 
been attempted ; that in fact the Exhibition 
would operate against a large attendance 
rather than in favor of it. 

Many members were exhibitors and were 
obliged to visit the Fair earlier to look after 
their exhibits; others from family and 
social considerations could not arrange 
their visit to the Fair at the time appointed 
for the meeting, and to all the crowded 
condition of trains and hotels presented a 
serious obstacle to a second trip. 

In addition to this and more potent than 
all else, affecting members from all sections 
alike, was the critical condition surrounding 
our business in common with all trade, 
which rendered absence impracticable, if 
not in many cases impossible. 

From letters received it became daily 
more and more apparent that the attendance, 
which at first was supposed would be larger 
than usual on account of the attractions 
surrounding the meeting, was destined to 
dwindle to a very small number, and it was 
evident that even the few who would attend 
would do so ata great personal sacrifice.

A meeting of the creditors of the 
United Paper Company was held in the 
Times Building yesterday afternoon, Al- 
vah Miller, of H. G. Craig & Co., being 
chairman, and J. Fred. Ackerman, of Per- 
kins, Goodwin & Co., secretary of the 


gathering. The creditors present repre- | 


sented about $50,000 of the indebtedness. 

Chairman Miller told of the course which 
events had taken, and said that the meeting 
had been called in order that the sharehold- 
ers might make a proposition of settlement. 

A mass of figures was presented showing 
liabilities of $184,000 and assets of $70,000. 
Of the liabilities $64,000 was due to certain 
stockholders for money loaned and for 
notes. The proposition of the shareholders 
was to transfer the real estate and personal 
property to the creditors, and upon their 
realizing 40 per cent. the real estate was 
to be deeded back to the company, the 
stockholders who had loaned money to the 
company waiving the right to their money 
until the 40 per cent. was paid. 

The statement showed the condition of 
the several mills to be as follows :

Fibre Digesters. 





The chemical fibre industry of this 
country is, it is claimed, indebted to Har- 
rison Loring, of Boston, for the earliest suc- 
cess attained in the manufacture of tight 
digesters. Mr. Loring’s first attention to 
this industry was secured by the Russell 
Paper Company, of Lawrence, Mass., for 
which he built his first alkali digester, at a 
time when it was difficult to secure a di- 
gester which would hold a strong solution 
of caustic soda under high pressure. He 
made many experiments, and at length 
succeeded in producing a digester which 
was tight, and thereby, it is believed, helped 
to safely establish the industry in this 
country. 

Many of the Loring digesters have been 
in almost constant use for fourteen years, 
and are still tight and strong and promise a 
life of many more years. 

The seamless or welded digester is now 
to some extent taking the place of the riv- 
eted. It is said that Mr. Loring was the 
first man in the United States to make 
heavy welded cylinders, and he has prob- 
ably made the greatest variety of sulphite 
digesters turned out here, beginning with 


the Partington globe and following up with | 
the Ritter-Kellner vertical and the differ- | 


ent methods of lining. He has adopted the 
best forms for holding the interior acid 
proof linings, and it is claimed that he has 
made the best acid plants and many im- 
proved appliances. As an architect and in 
planing mills he has had long experience, 
having begun by designing his own shops 
at the early age of twenty-one years. 

Mr. Loring's success in other lines of work 
has been as great as that in sulphite and 
alkali fibre mills. In 1860 he built several 
large iron steamships, the largest and best 
ever built in the country atthattime. In 
1864 he was a member of a board consisting 
of twelve mechanical engineers convened 
at the request of the Secretary of the Navy 
to decide on the best type of engines for the 
navy, and he is reported to have been the 
only member of that board who recom- 
mended a separate system of air and circu- 
lating pumps for naval vessels. It was 
nearly fifteen years before the navy adopted 
this system, which is now in almost general 

se, both in the navy and in the merchant 
marine. His customers fee] that in securing 
his services they have a guaranty of suc-

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such faults, manufacturers have only done 
| what was possible to cheapen their produc- 
| tion, so that the work of replacing a leaky 

valve (sometimes after only a few days’ use) 
costs more than three times (yes, often ten 
times) the price of the new valve, not con- 
sidering the annoyances and inconveniences 
connected with the work. 

Realizing these facts, the Lunkenheimer 
Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio, whose many

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F A Few Words on Bleaching.* 





(Concluded.) 

About 1878 a practice of hot bleaching 
was introduced, the temperature of the 
“‘half stuff” and bleach solution in the 
** poacher” being raised by the application 
of steam to 90° Fahr. Temperature above 
90°, being productive of loss by driving 
off part of the active chlorine, should be 
avoided. 

This very materially shortened the time 
previously required by the cold process, 
and increased the available outturn of the 
plant. One drawback, however, of hot 
bleaching is a tendency in the color of the 
*“*half stuff” to go back more or less when 
kept in stock for a time. The method of 
the present day consists in washing, break- 
ing in and bleaching the esparto ‘half 
stuff” in large engines capable of holding 
about 20 cwt. of theraw esparto. The three- 
fold process is thus finished in one engine, 
from which it is emptied into a stuff chest, 
and run overa presse-pite machine for re- 
moval of the water. 


By this means the tendency of the hot | 


bleached ‘half stuff” to go back in color 


is minimized, as it 1s not necessary to hold | 


any considerable stock of the same, owing 
to the greater facility of draining and bring- 
ing forward the * half stuff” in a condition 


fit for the ‘“‘ beaters " as compared with the | 


old bleach house method.

always appeared doubtful. Eminent chem- 
ists have expressed various views as to its 
combination and formula showing the man- 
ner in which the chemicals have combined 
with each other. Practically, however, the 
constitution of bleaching powder itself is 
of less importance than that of the solution 
obtained from it.

The de- 
struction of coloring matter in animal and 
vegetable substances when acted upon by 
chlorine is considered to be due tothe great 
affinity of chlorine for hydrogen, forming 
with them colorless compounds containing 
chlorine.

Paper makers have tried various sug- 
gestions brought under their notice for 
economizing the use of bleaching powder 
and reducing cost. One of the best and 
most important was that of applying oxygen 
as prepared by Messrs. Brin’s Oxygen Com- 
pany, Limited, London who in 1888, car- 
ried outa lengthened practical experiment, 

| continued day and night for an entire week, 
| in bleaching Esparato and Oran with bleach 
| liquor as applied in the ordinary way, aided 
| by the addition of their oxygen, in the 
ordinary engines. The details of this trial 
| may be of interest, and, now given for the 
first time, consisted of as follows 
The oxygen was prepared in the works of 
the Messrs. Brin’s Company by their proc- 
ess consisting in freeing the atmospheric air 
from carbonic acid and nitrogen, by wash- 
ing in a solution of caustic alkali, drying 
the air from moisture, and passing it 
through heated retorts containing a layer 
of barium oxide. The oxygen of the dried 
| air free from carbonic acid is absorbed by 
| the heated barium, the nitrogen of the air 
| passing on and being expelled the retort. 
After a given time the supply of air is 
shut off and the retorts connected with the 
gas holder. The temperature of the retorts 
is now considerably raised above that at 
which they were previously carefully main- 
tained. The increased temperature then 
| liberates the oxygen from the barium and 
discharges it into the holder.

Oxygen so prepared and highly com- 
pressed into specially constructed iron 
tubes was transported to the mill, the tubes 
in use being connected to a suitable gas 
metre, from which a small pipe conducted 
the measured oxygen into the engine in 
front of the roll and} across the bottom of 
the engine. 

The bleach liquor used was carefully 
measured and allowed to be thoroughly 
mixed throughout the ‘‘ half stuff” before 
admitting the oxygen, which was then 
slowly admitted into the engine, 150 cubic 
feet being measured out to each engine 
containing 18 cwt. of grass, the temperature 
being raised to about 90° Fahr., and the 
time allowed being as usual. The total 
quantity of grass treated was about 100 
tons. The bleach reduction made by the 
use of the oxygen was 22 per cent. on that 
previously required, which was at the rate 
of 8% pounds of bleaching powder per cwt. 
of grass, the work being accomplished 
at the rate of 6.63 pounds of bleaching 
powder percwt. of grass. The trial was 
carefully supervised by Dr. Thorn and the 
writer. The practical results of the ex- 
periment were such, that, considered along 
with the regular costs of bleaching powder 
and that of oxygen prepared at the mill, a 
very considerable saving in the cost of 
bleaching would result from the adoption of 
such a system. 

The attention of paper makers has of late 
been much directed to the possibility of 
being relieved from their troubles in con- 


tion, and now and again they have been 
‘electrified” by the announcement of what 
has been accomplished in the way of com- 
mercial electrolosis, but so far the idea of 
paper makers in general bleaching their 
pulp by means of an electrolytic hypochlorite 
solution appears to be a receding one, a 
view which is clearly recognized by Emile 
Andreoli, who has devoted so much practi- 
cal work to the solution of this subject.
